LOW BIRTH RATE IN BERLIN 


There are some people still hounded by the bogey 


of Germany as tbe enemy of the world, preparing; 
a come-back which will culminate in another war 
when circumstances ate ripe. They will be relieved 
by the announcement of Dr. Burgdoerfer at the 
Eugenic Congress in Berlin that that city’s birth rate 
is the lowest among world capitals. 
Though 2,- 


000,000 children were born in Germany in 1900, 
the present total has dropped to 1,160,000 although 
the population has increased by 7,000,000 in tbe 
intervening period. 
The birth rate in Berlin was 
9.9 per 1000 population, whereas that of London 
was 17 and that of Paris 16. 
The figures evidence a terrific economic pressure 


in Berlin.

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French Cabinet Resigns After Dispute On New Budget 


RADICALS IR

Resignation Is Handed to

French cabinet resigned today 
as a result of tbs disputa svsr 
tbs now budget. 
Premier Ray 
mend Poincare tendered tho reoig>

just aa parliament met. 
The Poincare ministry, or tile 
government of National Union, as 
It was called, has been under fire 
from the radical socialists for some 
time. 
Edouard Harriot, minister 
of publlo Instruction, lad tho fight 
Inside the government while the 
radical socialist congress at An­ 
gers 
exerted 
powerful 
pressure 
from w ithout The socialists, adopt­ 
ed a second resolution last night 
condemning the Poincare cabinet 
and demanding Its resignation. 
The cabinet was summoned to 
meet at noon today for considera­ 
tion of the budget bill. 
Just be 
fore tho ministers assembled M. 
Harriot; Minister of Interior 8ar- 
raut; 
Minister 
of 
Agriculture 
Queille and Minister of Colonies 
Perrier called upon the premier 
and announced their Intention of 
resigning. 
Despite this announcement the 
ministers assembled at the Elysee 
palace with President Doumergue 
presiding. 
The cabinet was to 
have appeared before the cham­ 
ber of deputies a t I o'clock. 
The Poincare government 
originally formed on July IS, 1126. 
With but a few changes It had 
remained in 
power ever 
since. 
Usually it is customary 
for 
a 
cabinet to resign when a general 
election is held but the Poincare 
party won such an overwhelming 
victory In the French general clee 
tlon early this year that the old 
ministry remained In power. 
Premier Poincare assumed stew 
ardship of the government a t a 
time when the French franc was 
gravely depreciated In value and 
general alarm 
was 
being 
felt 
throughout the republic over the 
financial and commercial situation. 
He forced bills through parlia­ 
ment providing new taxation, bol­ 
stered up the credit of the gov­ 
ernment and the Bank of France 
and began to buy gold for French 
account in 
the 
United 
States. 
Within a year he had completetly 
changed the financial position of 
the country, putting It upon a 
sound basis. 
His political group 
made Its campaign a t the begin­ 
ning of tbs year upon a platform 
of further financial reforms.

Leaders then offered the vice 
presidential nomination to Walsh, 
Meredith, Newton D. Baker and 
others to conciliate the McAdoo 
faction.

He was enor­ 
mously handicapped by tho sorry 
Madison Square Garden spectacle. 
Prosperity was the dominant Is­ 
sue and the great majority, led 
by business, wanted no change.

000 votes, five times as many as 
any other protest party had receiv­ 
ed before.

j judged by dividend returns. 
Some stocks are sell­ 
ing at prices that hardly yield much over 2 I-2 per 
cent. 
This does cot seem to be hopeful. 
Yet 
I there are financiers who are not appalled by it all. 
They tell us that the loans are so broadly scat­ 
tered that even if all investors should lose, it would 
hardly be felt by the people at large. 
It would 
simply mean that the experience that some men have 
had of losing money is the experience that many 
more are having. 
The only question that arises is, how much farther 
can it go? What will be the normal limit to which 
these loans can soar? 
There must be a limit, for 
it cannot go on at the present rate indefinitely. 
In 
the meantime it might be well to say to those who 
are in deep already that wisdom dictates caution if 
the crash is to be avoided.

newspaper, got a clue. The clue was followed up. 
Now it is known who engaged in the hold-up which 
ultimately sent Sacco and Vanzetti to the chair. It 
is a story that every open-minded man and woman 
should read. 
They owe it to themselves and to 
the abstract cause of justice to become familiar with 
the «tory. 
We have no sympathy whatever with the political I 
and social philosophy of the executed men. 
They 
were embittered and misguided fanatics. 
But the 
feeling will not down that the murder theory was 
only a pretext to send these men to the chair for 
their opinions. 
It will be a sorry day for any state 
when it kills men for holding opinions which may be 
uncomfortable, but which are not illegal. 
Such a 
violation of liberty will only eventuate in other men 
being framed when their opinions are not in accord 
with the great majority. 
We would like to believe that even justice has 
been done in this case which aroused the interest 
and protest of the world. 
But if justice miscarried 
the quicker it is known the better, and they who 
were blind or prejudiced in the matter should be 
visited with that condemnation which a sense of 
outraged justice always administers when the truth 
is known.
